Equal Yield 
School Formula 
Makes Headway 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Despite 
the plague of school financing 
problems, the equal yield formula for 
state aid to local districts appears to be 
making headway in improving the 
plight of “property-poor” areas. 
“ The guaranteed (equal) yield 
formula is enabling property-poor 
districts to raise relatively more 
support per pupil in state and local 
funds than they were able to raise 
prior to enactment of the formula” an 
Education Review Committee report 
has found. 
Thus, the formula is apparently 
accomplishing one of its major pur­ 
poses by offsetting the “accident of 
geography” that caused schools in 
areas with high property wealth to get 
more state dollars. 
The review committee, a House- 
Senate panel which authored the 
equalization plan three years ago, 
heard testimony Wednesday from 
educators who suggested future goals 
for the lawmakers. 
State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Franklin Walter said a top 
priority should be winning legislative 
approval of full funding of the basic aid 
formula. Equal yield bases state 
subsidies on local property tax effort, 
rather than wealth. 
“As you know,” Walter told the 
committee, “the State Board of 
Education recommended IOO percent 
phase-in during the current bien­ 
nium.” 
The basic aid plan is currently 
backed with state funds to meet 42.5 
percent of its goal level. That will 
increase by 75 to 80 percent next year 
and full funding is anticipated during 
the 1979-80 school year. 
Walter said the cost of doing 
business in a district, and personal 
income, might be considered as fac­ 
tors in the formula to make it “more 
responsive to the varying needs” of 
different parts of the state.

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The committee staff report found 
that when total state enrollment was 
broken down by quintiles (fifths), the 
20 percent of the enrollment in districts 
with poorest property values has seen 
steadily increasing support since the 
advent of equal yield. 
In the 1974-75 school year, the last 
year before implementation of the 
equal yield formula, state aid per pupil 
in those districts averaged $409.82. 
It increased moderately to $417.03 
per pupil the next year, jumped to 
$448.26 last year and then to $497.40 this 
year. Next year it should increase on 
the average to $588.20 per pupil, the 
report said. 
At the same time, the ERC staff 
found that state funding “increased 
the least in the quintile of pupils from 
districts with the highest property 
wealth per pupil.” 
“In the highest (property) valuation 
quintile, it was $192.25 in fiscal year 
1975 and is projected to $182.01 in 
1979,” the report said. In part, that is 
because state dollars level off after 
districts reach a certain local tax rate. 
Despite this factor, state basic aid 
per pupil increased “most rapidly” 
where 60 percent of the pupils a re . 
enrolled in districts with the highest 
tax millage rates. 
And local tax dollars backing schools 
have also grown at a more rapid pace 
in high property wealth districts, the 
report said. 
“The combination of state basic aid 
and local revenue per pupil is growing 
most rapidly in suburban school 
districts, the ERC staff found.

United Nations Agrees 
On S.A. Arm s Embargo 


UNITED NATIONS (AP) - The 
Western powers and the African bloc 
have agreed on a resolution for a U.N. 
arms embargo against South Africa, 
and the United States has indicated it 
may impose some economic restric­ 
tions on the racially segregated nation. 
The 49-nation African group met 
Wednesday and approved a Western 
resolution that had been revised to 
meet African objections. 
The resolution, calling for a man­ 
datory embargo to halt the sale of all 


arms to South Africa, is expected to 
receive unanimous approval from the 
15 members of the Security Council on 
Friday. 
In Washington, Secretary of State 
Cyrus R. Vance announced the U. S. 
government is calling its commercial 
attache home from Johannesburg to 
review American economic relations 
with South Africa. 
The United States, Britain and 
France on Monday vetoed an African 
proposal in the Security Council for 
sweeping economic sanctions against 
South Africa. But Vance’s an­ 
nouncement indicated the United 
States, second only to Britain in the 
value of its business investment in 
South Africa, might be preparing to 
impose some limited economic 
restrictions of its own. 
The Carter administration was 


reported considering stopping the U.S. 
Export-Import Bank’s guarantees of 
loans to U.S. exporters to South Africa, 
State Department officials said. Such 
guarantees have totaled about $200 
million a year. 
Vance also announced that the 
United States has halted the export to 
South Africa of all equipment with a 
military potential and is withdrawing 
the U.S. naval attache in Pretoria, 
reducing the number of American 
military attaches in South Africa to 
four. 
The governments of the United 
States and most other nations are 
already observing voluntary arms 
embargoes against South Africa 
because of the white minority’s 
apartheid policy of racial separation 
and repression. But Vance’s an­ 
nouncement means a ban on shipment 


of U.S. spare parts for military air­ 
craft and such borderline items as 
radar and communications equip­ 
ment. 
South Africa produces most of the 
armaments it needs, and informed 
sources at U.N. headquarters say that 
Israel is the only government openly 
selling its arms. But the sources say 
the South Africans buy some military 
equipment surreptiously from private 
dealers abroad who sell without the 
approval of their governments. 


The new campaign for international 
sanctions against South Africa began 
two weeks ago after the Pretoria 
government banned the country’s two 
leading black newspapers and most of 
the black organizations still above 
ground and arrested more than 50 
black leaders.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Patricia 
Hearst, disappointed by a reaffirmed 
bank robbery conviction, says the 
courts still fail to recognize that her 
involvement in the crime was the 
result of her abduction by the SLA. 
“Everything that occurred in 1974 
was the result of my being kid­ 
napped,” she said Wednesday in a 
telephone call to a newspaper 
reporter. 
“ Justice 
demands 
recognition of that fact.” 
A three-judge panel of the 9th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals ruled Wed­ 
nesday that the 23year-old Miss Hearst 
received a fair trial and upheld her 
conviction for the 1974 robbery of a 
Hibernia Bank branch in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Chief defense attorney F. Lee Bailey 
was unavailable for comment, blk 
associate Wayne Smith said the case 
definitely will be appealed to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 
“I am extremely disappointed that 
the 9th Circuit Court of Appeals was 
incapable of rendering a purely just 
decision,” Miss Hearst said in a 
statement read to a San Mateo Times 
reporter. 
“The lesson to be learned from my 
experiences so far is, ‘don’t get kid­ 
napped’,” she added. 
Despite Wednesday’s unanimous 
decision, there is little likelihood that 
Miss Hearst, free on $1 million bail, 
will soon start serving her seven-year 
prison sentence. 
U.S. Attorney James Browning, who 
prosecuted the case, told a news 
conference his office “will not seek any 
order for her confinement” pending 
completion of the appeals process. 
“We had hoped the appeal would be 
in her favor,” said Miss Hearst’s 
father, newspaper executive Randolph 
A. Hearst. “We thought there were 
very good grounds for the appeal.” 
Miss Hearst was convicted in March 
1976 for her role as a rifle-toting bandit 
in the April 15, 1974 Hibernia Bank 
holdup. 
Tlie appeals court said trial Judge 
Oliver Carter acted properly in or­ 
dering Miss Hearst to answer 
government questions about her 
months as a fugitive with her Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army kidnappers. 
“We conclude on the basis of well­ 
established principles that no rever­ 
sible error occurred and that the 
judgment must be affirmed,” the court 
said in its 40-page decision.

Congress Rewriting 
Criminal Laws 


Wholesale Prices Jumped In October 


WASHINGTON (AP) - For the first 
time in a decade, Congress is making 
headway in the arduous task of 
rewriting some 3,000 federal criminal 
laws dating back to 1789. 


The Senate Judiciary Committee 
approved the criminal code package 
12-2 Wednesday, sending it to the 
Senate floor. 


Passage of the legislation is unlikely 
before next year, however. It has yet to 
be considered by the House Judiciary 
Committee, and a full Senate vote is 
not anticipated this year. 
“I am very hopeful that the full 
Senate will act favorably on a new 
code as one of the first orders of 
business next year,” Sen. Birch Bayh, 
D-Ind., said after the committee voted 
to recommend passage. 
The proposed criminal code contains 
new protections for rape victims, 
marijuana smokers and reporters, ami 
tougher 
sentences 
for 
some 
lawbreakers. 
It would curb the power of federal 
judges to jail newsmen for violating 
gag orders restricting news coverage, 
providing the gag order is found un­ 
constitutional on appeal. 
The legislation also would reduce 
penalties and expunge criminal 
records for possession of small 
amounts of marijuana, and would 
shield rape victims from courtroom 
questioning about their past sexual 
conduct. 
It 
would 
provide 
mandatory 
minimum sentences, with no parole, 
for trafficking in hard drugs and for 
using a firearm in the commission of a 
crime. 
The code would set up a commission 
to establish guidelines for sentencing, 
in 
an effort to 
eliminate 
wide 
disparities in the length of prison 
terms for the same offense. 
Voting against the bill were Sen. 
Jam es Allen, D-Ala., who has 
criticized some of its provisions as 
dangerous relaxations of the law, and 
Sen. James Abourezk, D-S.D., who has 
said parts of it are too severe. 
Shortly before the final vote, the 
committee adopted an amendment 
making it a federal crime for a parent 
who does not have custody to take his

WASHINGTON (AP) — Wholesale 
prices jumped eight-tenths of one 
percent last month, the biggest in­ 
crease since April, as farm prices rose 
for the first time in six months, the 
government reported today. 
After declining a total of 12.5 percent 
since April, prices for farm products 
soared 2.4 percent in October, 
signaling higher prices ahead at the 
supermarket. 
Higher prices were reported for 
livestock, fresh and dried fruits and 
vegetables, grains, live poultry and 
oilseeds. 
Also contributing to the sharp 
wholesale price increase last month 
were cars and trucks, reflecting the 


bigger price tags for the new 1978 
models. 
Wholesale prices are paid by 
retailers and manufacturers before 
they reach the consumer, but the 
prices eventually show up at retail 
stores. 
1 
The October wholesale price in­ 
crease was the largest since a 1.1 
percent rise in April, at a time when 
inflation was rising at a IO percent 
annual rate. 
Food prices were largely responsible 
for the rapid price increases earlier 
this year, but as they began to decline 
last spring the rate of inflation began 
to slow. 
Wholesale prices, which had risen 


one percent or more for three con­ 
secutive months between February 
and April, rose only four-tenths of a 
percent in May. They then dropped by 
seven-tenths of a percent in June and 
by one-tenth of a percent in July before 
rising one-tenth of a percent in August 
and one-half of a percent in Sept- 
tember. 
% 
The Carter adm inistration has 
predicted an inflation rate of about six 
percent for the entire year, which is 
regarded as still high but acceptable. 
In 1976, the inflation rate was 4.8 
percent. 
Underscoring the news of the 
soaring wholesale prices was another 
l>abor Department report that weekly 


paychecks of most American workers 
were $15 fatter last May than a year 
ago, but inflation destroyed any real 
gain. 
The department said Wednesday 
that weekly earnings of full-time wage 
and salaried workers averaged $212 in 
May 1977 — up $15, or 6.9 percent from 
May 1976. However, consumer prices 
rose at about the same pace and 
eroded the pay raise, officials said. 
Economists were expecting a 
reversal in wholesale farm prices last 
month after the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment reported last week that prices 
farmers get for their products as they 
move into the wholesale price chain

Tourists Die 
In Brazilian 
Bus Crash 
RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (AP) - 
Three tourists from Washington state, 
including a couple celebrating their 
50th wedding anniversary, were killed 
when a bus loaded with Americans 
crashed over a steep embankment on a 
mountain in the middle of Rio de 
Janeiro. 
Killed in the accident late Wed­ 
nesday afternoon were Mr. and Mrs. 
Andrew Craig, both about 75, of Selah, 
Wash, and Mrs. Bernice Brown, 64, of 
Vaughn, Wash. 
Six of the other 28 passengers on the 
bus were hospitalized overnight, but 
all but one, Mrs. Alice Talbot of 
Prosser, Wash., were expected to be 
released today. Mrs. Talbot suffered a 
broken jaw and was held for ob­ 
servation, a tour guide official said. 
The bus was returning from an 
excursion to the famous Christ statue 
atop Corcovado Mountain. The ac­ 
cident occurred on a winding road in 
the Alto da Boa Vista section, another 
small mountain in the heart of Rio with 
spectacular views of the city and its 
surroundings. Police said the Brazilian 
bus driver, David de Carvalho, 52, was 
among those injured. 
Passengers on the bus said the 
vehicle’s brakes apparently failed as it 
negotiated the winding road. It picked 
up speed and crashed through a guard 
rail, coming to rest about 40 yards 
downhill. 
Mrs. Roy Devish, 59, of Tacoma, 
Wash., said the bus was “straight up 
and down” when it finally came to a 
stop. 
The passengers were thrown around 
and virtually all suffered cuts and 
bruises and some had minor fractures, 
including at least one broken leg and 
several br (ken noses, tour leaders 
said. 
Richard Matheson, head of the 
Fircrest Travel Agency of Tacoma 
who arranged the tour for the Aifi 
Shrine of Tacoma, said the Craigs 
were commemorating their 50th 
wedding anniversary with the trip. 
They had observed the anniversary in 
September, he said. 
Both the Craigs and Mrs. Brown and 
her husband, Fred Brown, had 
originally boarded the first bus in the 
three bus convoy but were asked to 
move to the second one because the 
first one was overloaded, Matheson 
said. 
The tour had visited Peru and 
Argentina before arriving in Rio on 
Monday night. Most of the 107 in the 
tour group were over 50 and a number 
were in their 70s, Matheson said. The 
trip was the “annual trek” of the 
shrine’s grand potentate, Luis Mazza 
of Gig Harbor.

The Labor Department reported 
today that wholesale prices in October 
rose at the steepest rate since April. 
The index jumped to a 9.6 percent 
annual rate, which was about what 
some analysts had expected. 
Fears over inflation and rising in­ 
terest rates have been widely cited by 
market watchers as the reasons for the 
steep losses this week.

On Wednesday, the Dow Jones in­

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
number of newly unemployed Ohioans 
seeking jobless benefits during the 
week ending Oct. 29 increased slightly 
from the previous week, state officials 
said Wednesday. 
Figures compiled by the Bureau of 
Employment Services show 12,802 out- 
of-work residents filed initial claims 
for benefits during the week, an in­ 
crease of .06 percent, administrator 
Albert Giles said. 
But the number of continued claims 
for those who have been unemployed 
for one or more weeks was placed at 
94,237, an increase of 1.8 percent over 
the previous week’s total. 
Benefits ran out for 1,906 persons 
whose claims under all state and 
federal programs were exhausted 
during the week ending Oct. 22, Giles 
said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Carter is trying to rally support for his 
Mideast peace policies in the 
American Jewish community while 
warning that "intemperance and 
partisanship” are a threat to a per­ 
manent solution. 
But cries by demonstrators Wed­ 
nesday that the president is "stabbing 
Israel in the back” and the worries of 
established leaders over his overtures 
to Palestinian Arabs indicate he has 
not succeeded in quelling fear and 
suspicion.

Joseph A. Califano, secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare, said 
Wednesday that only 1.3 million of the 
22 million U.S. retirees would benefit 
from the proposal. 
Califano’s protest was prompted by 
a move in Congress to eliminate the

He said the legislation would serve 
only "a privileged minority” while 
placing new burdens on working men 
and women. 
Last week, the House passed a bill 
that would phase out the ceiling by 
1982.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - Every time 
President Carter holds a formal news 
conference, the bomb-sniffing dogs at 
the White House set up a howl, 
The animals presumably find no 
fault with Carter’s question-and- 
answer sessions. They do object to 
television cameras armed with video 
tape. 
Before each news conference, the 
room in which Carter meets with 
reporters is cleared so Secret Service 
agents and the dogs, assigned to the 
uniformed Executive Protective 
Service, can search for contraband, 
most particularly bombs. 
It seems video tape smells the same 
as a bomb to the dozen German 
shepherd dogs recruited last year to 
help protect the president. The 
animals are reported to be proficient 
at sniffing, tracking and attacking. 
They may now have to be schooled in 
the distinction between explosives and 
tape. 
Incidentally, several White House 
reporters swear they have seen the 
canines sporting official-looking 
passes, complete with their pictures in 
color, hanging from their collars. A 
Secret Service spokesman insists 


passes have not been issued to the 
dogs. 
“It’s my understanding that was 
simply a joke,” spokesman John 
Warner says.

NEW YORK — “Do you know 
there’s a woman who suffers from 
agoraphobia so severely that she 
hadn’t been out of her house in 30 
years?” 
As she speaks, Florence Moriarty 
literally winces. “Can you imagine 
that?” she says, in a hushed voice. 
“It’s so hard to believe — but ifs 
true!” 
And once Mrs. Moriarty discovers a 
truth which tugs at her own emotions, 
she prints it in one of the six magazines 
over which she presides as editor-in- 
chief: True Story, True Confessions, 
True Experience, True Romance, 
True Love or Secrets. Thus it is that 
the cover of an upcoming True Story 
issue 
features 
the 
cover-line, 
“Agoraphobia . . . I’M AFRAID TO 
LEAVE MY HOUSE!” The story 
inside is written by a young woman 
victim of the ailment and it is, in the 
lingo of the trade, a “grabber.” It is 
accompanied by paragraphs of advice 
on where readers can get help for such 
problems. 
Contrary to what many Americans 
may think, the “True” magazines 
Mrs. Moriarty edits, are not sen­ 
sational, racy and soapy. “They are 
service magazines for a certain 
segment of society — young, blue 
collar girls — who do not relate to 
white-collar service magazines,” said 
Mrs. Moriarty. “Our readers would 
find Cosmopolitan, for instance, 
shocking. If we were to use a four- 
letter word, we would be deluged with 
critical mail.” 
Magazines come and go, but True 
Story, founded in 1919 by physical 
culture crusader Bemarr MacFadden, 
has never lost its readership; nor have 
the other “Trues,” all of which came to 
the newsstands before 1937. They have 
survived nicely because — like 
Reader’s Digest — they know who 
their readers are, and cling to the old 
values their readers cherish; por­ 
nography and explicit sex are taboo. 
Issues are not avoided. “We carry 
stories on rape,” says Mrs. Moriarty, 
“ But we do not sensationalize them. 
We accompany a rape story with 
advice from the John Jay College of 
Criminal Justice on how to avoid it.” 
Surprisingly, the readers of her 
magazines — and there are nearly five 
million of them — are not liberated, in 
the NOW sense of the word, nor do 
they particularly care to be. 
“Blue collar families still have much 
more of a sense of family closeness 
than white collar families,” said Mrs. 
Moriarty. “They are not upward 
motile. Blue collar women may get a 
job to augment income and help buy 
appliances and cars, but they don’t 
seek careers for self-fulfillment. They 
have a tremendous interest in sex, but 
they’re very, very moral about it. 
“And they are very religious. Maybe 
they don’t always go to church, but 
they believe strongly in God. They 
have faith that things will get better, 
because God is always there. I envy 
them for that.” 
Since all the stories 
for 
her 
magazines are true experiences, 
submitted freelance, Mrs. Moriarty 
receives thousands of manuscripts.” 


Said Mrs. Moriarty, “We get at least 
1,000 a month for ‘True Story’ alone. 
Out of those, we must pick a maximum 
of ten. I read a great many of them. 
I’m a very emotional person; and 
since emotional tug is what our 
readers want, I know a story is right 
when it turns me inside out. 


“Some days I don’t feel a day over 
95!” 


The women who write, and submit, 
their stories are, said Mrs. Moriarty 
“like the readers—lonely people. Our 
readers are under 30, have a high 
school education, usually are married 
and have a child or a non-career job. 
They don’t always verbalize, don’t 
discuss their personal problems and 
fears with friends — sometimes not 
even with husbands — but they write to 
editors. Basically, they’re looking for 
understanding, looking for hope and 


warmth. 
“This may seem unusual,” says 
Mrs. Moriarty, “But some of the 
stories sent to us, written in longhand 
on sheets of tablet paper, are our very 
best.” 
Since the publications pay only five 
cents a word, scarcely an attractive 
price for professional writers,' the 
stories submitted are genuine. 
The most successful topics covered? 
“Oh, gee — anything that deals with 
personal hardship,” 
says Mrs. 
Moriarty, who claims to be attuned to 
her readers as a result of having been 
married, divorced, remarried, broke 
at times and jobless. “There is always 
a great response to sad stories about 
deep personal problems. It’s a matter 
of identifying. Readers feel better 
knowing they’re not alone in their 
private tragedies. I guess we all have a 
misery-loves-company complex . . . ”

NEW YORK (AP) — In the 1970s the 
nation’s stock market investors have 
diminished from about 31 million to 25 
million, but in Bowersville, Ohio, 
population 350, about 27 per cent of the 
town is invested. 
Young and old, they believe in stocks 
as strongly as they do in corn and 
soybeans. The yields are good. One 
group of investors expects to double its 
money over the next three years. 
Most of them are farmers or are 
engaged in farm-related work, such as 
operating grain elevators or working 
for the Federal Land Bank. But the 
banker, doctor, mathematics teacher, 
funeral home operator and druggist 
are invested too. 
In a town such as Bowersville people 
are very close to the realities and 
practicalities of life. There is perhaps 
less dreaming of a stock market killing 
and more faith in slow, honest growth. 
Understandably, one of their 
favorite investments is Bob Evans 
Farms, Inc., a highly profitable, Ohio- 
based farm company, pork sausage 
maker and operator of 27 family style 
restaurants in Michigan, Illinois and 
Ohio. 
Perhaps the biggest investment is in 
the Kroger Co., the big food store 
chain. The farmers feel they know the 
food business well, and they feel the 
company is well managed. Besides, 
the company is based in Ohio. 
In nearby Jamestown, population 
1,790, interest is nearly as intense. In 
fact, that’s where some of the people in 
Bowersville found their inspiration. 
Jamestown 
citizens 
formed 
a 
cooperative — not to sell their harvest 
but to buy stocks. 
It was there in 1962, to rephrase, that 
a few investment minded individuals 
decided to form the Jamestown 
Investment Club, with membership 
made up of 20 individuals, mostly 
business and professional people.

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members of the Jamestown club, felt 
there was enough interest in Bower­ 
sville, five miles down the road, to 
begin a club there. Thirty-four joined. 
Entrepreneurs, as farm people must 
be, Vanniman, Stethen and John 
Trimmer, loan officer of the Federal 
Land Bank, early this year formed 
another club, the Farmers Investment 
Club. It has 59 members, some of them 
members also of the oilier clubs. 
“ Because of our learning ex­ 
periences in the first two clubs, I feel 
our new club will double in value in 
three years,” said Trimmer in a letter 
to the National Association of 
Investment Clubs (1515 East Eleven 
Mile Road, Royal Oak, Mich.). 
Not that promise rather than per­ 
formance characterizes their efforts. 
The Jamestown club invested 
$90,800, which has grown to $147,888. 
The $58,975 invested by the Bower­ 
sville Investment Club is worth $91,660. 
The Farmers Investment Club bought 
shares for $20,650; it’s now worth 
$21,547, even though the market has 
been steadily falling. 
“Our clubs didn’t start performing 
well until we started buying good 
companies and dollar averaging these 
stocks at the appropriate time,” said 
Trimmer. 
It isn’t uncommon to hear in­ 
vestment club members speak that 
way, since the three underlying 
principles on which they seek their 
success are: 
1. Invest small amounts regularly 
without trying to guess the ups and 
downs of the market. Sometimes that 
means holding onto stocks through 
some rather grim times, but the 
assumption is that ups will more than 
offset downs. 
2. Reinvest earnings to benefit from 
compounding. 
3. Choose companies growing faster 
than the industry of which they are a 
part. 
Bowersville and Jamestown in­ 
vestors differ in other ways. The young 
people are anxious to invest, even 
though the latest New York Stock 
Exchange census showed interest 
waning among younger people. 
In Bowersville, 28 per cent of the new 
investors are in their 20s and 30s. And 
they’ve persisted in their regular in­ 
vesting plan even though the market 
seems to have tripped into an open 
well.

At the entrance to 
town is a sign that reads, “Home of 
Norman Vincent Peale.”

NEW YORK (AP) - Losing an 
important election doesn’t necessarily 
mean the end of a political career, 
many politicians have found.

A diverticulum is, in essence, a 
pouch or a tiny sac.

It is 
a tube with three layers. The outer 
layer, or “serious” layer, is a 
protective covering. The middle layer 
consists of thin, but powerful muscles. 
The inner layer is a fine, delicate 
mucous lining. 
When there is a weakness in the 
muscular layer, or wall of the large 
intestine, small pouches are pushed 
through from the inside. The presence 
of these is known as “diverticlosis.” 
When there is an infection or in­ 
flammation of one or more of these 
diverticula, the condition is known as

finds its way into the tiny pouch. In 
most instances, the pouch empties 
spontaneously and the abdominal 
pains and cramps subside. In other 
instances, it may be necessary to be 
given a course of antibiotics and very 
gentle laxatives. In persistence and 
more difficult cases, the bowel must be 
put at complete rest. This is usually 
done in the hospital; intravenous 
feedings are substituted. Here, too, 
antibiotics are used intensively. 
It is only on rare occasions that 
surgery is resorted to. When a large 
diverticulum has produced symptoms 
which were carelessly overlooked and 
neglected by patients, complications 
can sometimes occur. Each such 
situation is met individually, depen­ 
ding on the nature and the extent of the 
condition. 
Diverticulitis itself does not toad to 
cancer. 
The prevention of diverticulitis 
consists of careful attention to bowel 
habits. There are now gentle drugs 
which lubricate the bowel and do not 
permit stagnation. Simple, well- 
regulated meals take more frequently 
and in smaller quantities put less of a 
strain on the entire intestinal tract. 
Your doctor should be consulted about 
ever-changing attitudes about the 
value of roughage in the diet, even for 
diverticulitis patients.

76-Year-Old Inventor's Idea 
M ay Help Nation's Steelm akers 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - A twice- 
retired, 76-year-old inventor has 
postponed his date with a rocking chair 
for a role in research to make the 
nation’s steel industry more efficient. 
He is G.R. Fitterer, former dean of 
engineering at the University of Pitt­ 
sburgh, who left education at 70 to 
work in industry. 
Fitterer is self-employed, pursuing 
an idea he claims might save 
steelmakers 200 million pounds of 
aluminum a year — about $100 million 
worth. 
Aluminum is needed to absorb 
impurities in molten steel, and the key 
to Fitterer’s idea is finding how to 
measure molten steel’s temperature 
and oxygen content. That information 
would make it possible to calculate 
precisely the amount of aluminum 
needed.

“We’ve already run some tests and 
they are proving our point,” the white- 
haired metallurgist said. 
At an age when many old people are 
settling into their retirements, Fit­ 
terer’s seems to be working for him. 
U.S. Steel Corp., the nation’s largest 
producer, is financing its own research 
to find ways to reduce consumption of 
aluminum. 
But Fitterer has been awarded a 
$99,600 grant from the federal Energy 
Research 
and 
Development 
Administration to carry on his work, 
becoming only the second senior 
citizen to participate in ERDA’s 
Energy-Related Invention Program. 
“Mandatory retirement is one of the 
worst aspects of society,” he said. 
“You spend your life gathering 
background and know-how, and then at 
age 65 the company sends you out the 
door. It’s a waste.” 
Fitterer said current methods of 
gauging aluminum needs are inac­ 
curate, forcing steelmakers to use 
about twice as much aluminum as 
required. 


“Considering everything that’s 
involved—aluminum, scrap steel, and 
the large amounts of electricity needed 
to make aluminum — enough energy 
would be saved as would be generated 
by two nuclear power plants operating 
for a year,” he said. 
Fitterer’s concept is being tested by 
McClouth Steel Co. in Trenton, Mich., 
and the industry is awaiting the 
results. 
“The domestic steel industry 
naturally 
would 
welcome 
any 
development that would reduce either 
raw materials or melting costs,” said 
an American Iron and Steel Institute 
spokesman. “The fact that ERDA has 
funded Fitterer’s work would seem to 
indicate that it has some merit.” 
Fitterer has also proposed sub­ 
stituting an iron-aluminum alloy for 
the pure aluminum now used in 
steelmaking. He would also like to 
begin looking for an even cheaper 
metal for purifying steel. 
“If somebody told me to relax and 
take it easy, I’d laugh at them,” he 
said.

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Survey Shows Local Sc hoots 
Should Pay Their Own W ay 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — A survey 
in five of the state’s major cities 
reflects agreement that local schools 
should pay their own way and regain 
control horn federal and state agen­ 
cies, the Ohio PTA said. 
The conclusions are based on results 
of questionnaires filled out by 407 
people during forums conducted by the 
PTA last month in Cleveland, Dayton, 
Canton, Toledo and Columbus. 
The organzation was “ amazed” at 
the concensus reached by parents, 
teachers, school administrators and 
employees who made up the bulk of 
those attending the sessions, Ohio PTA 
legislation chairwoman Frankie Ross 
said Wednesday. 
“ The forums accomplished their 
purpose and now we must continue to 
build strong working relationships 
between educators and the parents to 
solve the difficult problems the schools 
face,” Mrs. Ross said. 
Financing school operations and 
erosion of local control as a result of 
federal and state mandates were listed 
as the major problems facing public 
education. 
Although they endorsed local sup­ 
port of school districts, those 
questioned agreed by a two-to-one 
margin that funding for achieveing 
integration should be the respon­ 
sibility of the state of federal govern­ 
ments.

O n Hum an 
Sexuality Held 


Diane Berger, Personal Advocacy 
coordinator, recently attended a two 
day conference on Human Sexuality of 
the Adolescent : Normal and Mentally 
Retarded. 
It was sponsored by the Corporation 
for Health Education in Appalachia 
Ohio. The objectives of the conference 
included becoming aware of our own 
personal attitudes towards adolescent 
sexuality, to understand medical, legal 
and social dilemmas and to review 
models and methods for effective 
education in sexuality. 
The problems encountered by the 
mentally retarded are compounded by 
their lack of understanding as to what 
society 
considers 
“ acceptable” 
behavior, as well as the attitudes of 
society towards the mentally retarded 
in all areas but especially when 
dealing with sexuality. Most people do 
not realize that retarded persons have 
the same feelings, needs and rights as 
the general public. 
Proper sexuality education from 
birth to death is the only solution to 
preventing 
improper 
conduct, 
venereal diesease, and unwanted 
pregnancies. Material disseminated 
was provided by the Association for 
Retarded Citizens, Planned Paren­ 
thood and the Sex Information and 
Education Council of the U.S. 
Personal Advocacy is affiliated with 
the Paint Valley Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation Board. Mrs.

Most of those responding to a 
question about labor disputes, 251, said 
strikes by school district employees 
should remain illegal, while 57 said 
they should be settled through binding 
arbitration. Twelve said strikes by 
school employees should be legalized. 
And if schools are closed by a strike, 
those questioned agreed by a wide 
margin that employees should be 
required to fulfill their contracts with 
deduction of pay for each day on 
strike.

SAVANNAH, Ga. (AP) - Savan­ 
nah’s project to return renovated 
homes to poor blacks who live in the 
inner city area should be successful 
because well-off whites are willing to 
help, the president of an Ohio 
renovation project said Wednesday. 
“Here you have the upper and 
middle income whites interested in the 
project. But up until now the upper and 
middle income whites have run off and 
left the black and poor,” said Carl 
Westmoreland, president of the Mount 
Auburn project in Cincinnati. 
“What has to happen now is that you 
have to give the information that you 
have to the blacks and let them decide 
what they want to do,” he said. 
His comments came at a national 
conference concerned with keeping 
poor blacks in inner city neigh­ 
borhoods after the neighborhoods are 
rehabilitated. 
The conference is spotlighting 
Savannah’s Victorian district, which 
includes more than 1,200 decaying 
dwelling units in the inner city. 
Savannah Landmark Rehabilitation' 
Project, the nonprofit housing cor­ 
poration sponsoring the Savannah 
Neighborhood Action Conference, is 
buying property in the district, 
upgrading it and renting it to black 
families. 
Until now Savannah has con­ 
centrated on restoring 18th century 
townhouses for middle-income to 
upper-income white families. 
In a speech to the 300 participants, 
Nancy Hanks, outgoing chairman of 
the National Endowment for the Arts, 
said to promote the arts one first must 
encourage rehabilitation of neigh­ 
borhoods. 
“People who live in sterile or squalid 
conditions can hardly help falling into 
boredom or apathy,” she said in a 
speech at historic St. Phillips AME 
Church. 
“ Lively environment stimulates 
people,” she said. “Stimulated people 
practice and appreciate the arts. 
Cultural pursuits, in turn, enrich these 
lives and others. More people are 
stimulated and participate still more. 
And around we go.”

No Candidates 
For Village 
Election 


BURGOON, Ohio (A P) - Village 
Council is wide open this year. As 
usual, there are no candidates for the 
four seats. 
“ They just don’t want to bother filfhg 
petitions,” Mayor Glenn Weyant said, 
“ so we’ll just wait until after election 
and appoint the same ones back on the 
council. 
“ It’s nothing new,” he said. “ It’s 
happened before.” 
“ It was all right up until a few years 
ago when they passed that write-in 
law. (Until then) they just got the word 
around town that they were running 
and the people just wrote them in.” 
There are five vacancies to be filled 
in this northern Ohio community of 240 
residents in Sandusky County. 
“ One resigned about six months ago 
and we never replaced him,” Weyant 
said. “ But we’ll fill it. “ There’s always 
someone willing to serve. 
“ The councilmen get $4 a meeting 
and we only meet every few months. 
There just isn’t that much to do,” he 
said. 
Weyant gets $60 a year, the same 
amount specified in one of the first 
ordinances adopted by the village 
council at its first meeting in 1911. 
There are no real financial problems 
in Burgoon, says Weyant, who’s been 
mayor for the past 22 years. The 
general fund runs about $7,000 to $8,000 
a year. There are no fulltime em­ 
ployees. 
Each house has its own septic 
system and well, so there is no 
maintenance for a sewage treatment 
or water treatment plant. 


There used to be a police chief, but 
the village dropped the position when 
the state required schooling for law 
enforcement officers the village could 
not afford. 
All police protection is provided 
through the county sheriff. 
“ The deputies get through here once 
or twice a month,” Weyant said. “ We 
don’t need much, we don’t have any 
trouble.”

Rabid Coon 
Victims 
Sought 


COLUMBUS (A P) — Health officials 
on Wednesday were trying to locate all 
persons who may have had contact: 
with a rabid raccoon during the two 
weeks before the animal died. 
The raccoon was a pet owned by 
Yvonne Founds of Columbus. She 
bought it from a licensed dealer six 
months ago, raising it as one would a 
puppy, she said. 
More than 25 Columbus residents, 
including several children, were being 
given a series of vaccinations against 
rabies after coming in contact with the 
animal. 
“ A lot of people handled it,” said Dr. 
William E. Brown, Columbus health 
commissioner. He said the rabies virus 
could be transmitted to humans simply 
by the animal licking a scratch on a 
person’s hand. 
“ It doesn’t have to be a bite,” he 
explained. 
About three weeks ago, the raccoon, 
called Bonnie by Miss Founds, 
developed trouble with its hind legs. 
When treatment by a 
private 
veterinarian failed, she took it to 
doctors at Ohio State University who 
diagnosed the ailment as canine 
distemper, she said in a telephone 
interview. But after the raccoon died, 
an examination of its brain revealed 
the rabies. 
“ Most rabies in animals is found in 
the wild,” Brown said. “ We’re not sure 
what the source of rabies in this 
animal was.” 
Dr. John H. Ackerman, state health 
director, said the number of reported 
cases of rabies in Ohio has been on the 
decline in recent years and rabies in 
the ordinary house pet is unusual. 
“ People think it’s nice to have 
unusual pets,” he said, “ but they’re 
running quite a risk.” 
While Miss Founds said the raccoon 
“ was always tied when she was in the 
yard,” the animal did have more 
freedom when taken to the farms of 
friends in Fairfield and Perry coun­ 
ties. 
All the animals on the two farms 
visited by the raccoon have been 
placed under quarantine, Ackerman 
said. All stray animals found within a 
one mile radius of the owner’s 
residence are now under quarantine 
and will be destroyed if not claimed by 
their owners, he added. 
It is the first reported rabies in 
Franklin County in several years, 
according to H.E. Sandusky, assistant 
county health commissioner.

Lehner said the administration 
would not rule out legal action against 
the core of the strike leadership, but 
added, “We are not going to go on a 
witchhunt.” 
The strike began Monday after in­ 
mates presented a list of 19 grievan­ 
ces, including complaints about 
working hours and visitation rights, to 
prison officials.

Free Agents Are Anything But Free

Take it from one of the middle men, 
baseball’s free agent re-entry draft 
Friday will be a “ sellers’” and not a 
“ buyers’” market. 
“ I foresee a great demand for the 
quality players just as in the inaugural 
draft a year ago,” says Jerry Kap- 
stein, the enterprising players’ agent 
from Providence, R.I., “ I think, if 
anything, the results of a year ago 
have produced these definite con­ 
clusions: 
“ One, fans want to see winning 


baseball. They don’t care how the 
team comes by the players needed to 
produce it. 
“ Two, successful owners try to do 
what is best for the fans. They find that 
winning baseball pays for itself 
through increased gate receipts. 
“ Three, the dire prediction of 
traditionalists that the re-entry draft 
would destroy the game proved 
completely false. Attendance in 1977 
was the highest in history. The draft, 
instead of hurting the game, fired hot 
stove interest that carried over into the 
season. 


“ Four, another proven miscon­ 
ception is that players signing big 
money, long-term contracts would 
lack motivation. An overwhelming 
majority of the free agents had ex­ 
cellent seasons.” 
Kapstein, a 34-year-old bachelor, 
Harvard graduate and ex-naval of­ 
ficer, has emerged as one of the most 
potent forces in baseball’s new free 
agent structure, dictated by ar­ 
bitrators and the courts. 
Of the 15 top players plucked in the 
1976 draft, Kapstein served as business 
agent for IO of them, negotiating long

Woody Hayes Show M ay Be 
Longest Running TV Program 


NEW YORK (A P) - The lights 
come up, the march music begins, the 
cameras close in and thousands of 
Ohioans settle down for another edition 
of what may be the longest running 
television show in history. 
It’s “ The Woody Hayes Show” 
starring that genial talk show host, 
noted., military historian, amateur 
psychiatrist, raconteur and football 
Coach Wayne Woodrow Hayes. 
Lee Vlisides, sports director of

some game,” and then leans back and 
listens ... and listens ... and listens.

“ The Woody Hayes Show” is in its 
27th year and has dominated its time 
slot Saturday nights almost as com­ 
pletely as the Ohio State football team 
has dominated its time slot Saturday 
afternoons. “ In our viewing area we’re 
about the equivalent of “ Roots” every 
week,” says Vlisides. “ We have about 
half the market, about 110,000 homes.”

“ The best thing on the show is when I 
interview the players. I can get them 
to talk when other people’can’t. I get 
them to talk about their interests, their 
aspirations. People used to have the 
idea that football players were big, 
dumb guys. I think we’ve broken down 
a lot of those opinions. We’re able to 
show people what the players are 
really like. 
“ But I don’t let anyone interview 
them,” adds the coach. “ We’re not 
gonna have any controversy here.” 
Vlisides is in his second season as 
Hayes’ announcer. He almost didn’t 
make it through the first one. At a 
luncheon last year Vlisides made the 
mistake 
of questioning 
Hayes’ 
defensive strategy in a game against 
Wisconsin. The result was a screaming 
match in which Hayes emerged the 
clear winner by several decibels. 
“ Ifs a proven fact that Woody will 
not answer any questions he doesn’t 
want to," says Vlisides. “ He’ll give 
you a response but he won’t answer the 
question.

Sometimes Hayes’ tendency to 
wander off the subject of football 


results rn some interesting guests. 
“One time he brought two unknown 
players on the show wearing jerseys 
whose numbers corresponded to the 
numbers of local school bond levies. 
He introduced them as number 47 and 
number 49. they were fifth stringers. 
They never played. He pointed to their 
shirts and said he hoped everyone 
would support those bond issues. 
“ We almost got hit for equal time by 
the opposition on that one.” 
Hayes’ teams don’t lose very often 
but when they do you would expect him 
to be more irascible than usual. Not so. 
“ He’s much more open and calm 
when he loses,” says Vlisides. “ The 
show after the Oklahoma game was 
probably one of the best we’ve done.” 
. “ That is a great advantage of this 
show,” says Hayes. “ If we lose we can 
use the show to set the tone for next 
week. You can’t dwell on a loss. You 
have to go on from there. That’s why 
this show has lasted so long. It is a very 
positive show. We don’t have negative 
thoughts. 
“ And one thing we never, never do is 
cite a youngster for making a mistake. 
Also, we never allow a player to 
question a decision made by the 
coach.” 
Hayes is particularly proud of the 
fact that the show is done live without 
any rehearsal. “ We have never 
rehearsed,” he says. “ It is totally live 
and right at the moment. Heck, I ’d be 
hammy as the devil if I tried to be an 
actor.”

million.

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Canadian Skating Champion 
Airs Views On Pro Sports

Toller Cranston wonders what 
swimmers think about when they 
plough relentlessly through the water, 
racing against a clock.

They have a lot of 
young players who probably will 
mature in the second half of the season 
because of all the playing time they’re 
getting. 
“We’ve played them once this 
season (a 13-3 victory) and we play 
’em twice every year, so we know ifs 
going to take an outstanding effort to 
beat the Bengals,” Gragg added. 
The Browis are coming off a 
devastating 44-7 victory over the 
Kansas City Chiefs, addle the Bengals 
had to go into overtime to stop the 
Oilers 13-10. 


Erving Battles IRS 
In Tax Disputa 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Basketball 
star Julius Erving is fighting a claim 
by the Internal Revenue Service that 
he owes the government $4,305 in taxes 
on income earned in 1973. 
In an audit completed July 19, the 
IRS said Erving improperly claimed 
his parents as dependents and included 
their medical expenses in his deduc­ 
tions. 
Appealing the ruling to the U.S. Tax 
Court Oct. 21, Erving said he simply 
did not turn over documents to the IRS 
in time to back up his claims. He also 
maintained that other deductions he 
took should have been allowed by the 
IRS. 
The audit did not disclose Erving’s 
total tax bill or his salary for 1973, 
when he played for the Virginia 
Squires and the New York Nets. 
Irving is now earning $450,000 per 
year with the Philadelphia 76ers.

Ken Anderson, suffering from several 
minor injuries over the past few 
weeks, came off the bench to hit 12 of 
16 passing attempts and direct the 
drive that led to Chris Bahr’s winning 
field goal.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - If 
you saw the Roman movie Blondie 
epics of the 1950s, you learned 
there’s only one Caesar and 
he is Victor Mature. But 
watch “I, Claudius” on public 
TV for 13 weeks. You’ll 
change your mind. 
This acclaimed BBC series, 
based on Robert Graves’ 1934 
novel about ancient, corrupt 
Rome, starts Sunday on the 
“Masterpiece Theater” show 
hosted by the always-urbane 
Alistair Cooke. 
It’s a richly textured, 
well-acted dramatization of 
the period 24 B.C. to 54 A.D., 
when emperors Augustus, N u b b in 
Tiberius, Caligula (he was a 
bit bent, you’ll recall) ruled 
Rome in their varied ways. 
(A warning: Those poorly 
versed in Latin history might 
consult the history first or see 
each show with an expert, as 
it’s a mite hard to tell who is 
doing what to whom and why 
without a scorecard.) 
The series deals with the 
high-level power struggles, 
interfamily murder, intrigue 
ami general decadence that 
led to the eventual fall of the 
Roman Empire and the 
ruinous first wave of German 
tourists there. 
It’s done in the form of a 
history secretly written by 
Claudius when he’s old and 
rightfully convinced that 
certain parties wish to hasten 
his bon voyage from this 
mortal earth. 
Sunday’s opener starts the 
history with the reign of 
Augustus 
and 
the 
machinations of his second 
wife, Uvia, who to promote 
relative power poisons his 
son-in-law, 
Marcellus, 
making him an ex-heir ap­ 
parent. 
This is bad form now, bat 
was the common thing in the 
good 
old 
days, 
ditto 
fratricide, incest and the 
orgy. As such are touched on 
in “I, Claudius,” steps have 
been taken to alert viewers 
and stations this is not a 
Romanized 
version 
of 
“Father Knows Best.” 
Cooke, in his opening 
remarks on history, Graves’ 
book and the show, warns 
that “some people are going 
to be more shocked by this 
series than most of the 
dramas we’ve shown on 
’Masterpiece Theater.’” 
But he emphasizes that 
none of the show’s few 
potentially shocking scenes 
are gratituitous or intended 
as titillation. This is history 
as it was, he says, noting that 
Graves’ based his book on the 
works of Suetonius, a famed 
Roman historian of 75-150 
A.D. vintage. 
He repeats this theme in 
later shows, particularly one 
about Caligula, the mad 
emperor 
who 
declared 
himself a god, married his 
sister, 
rendered 
her 
pregnant, then lulled her and 
her unborn child. 
Cooke insists there’s “no 
delicate or comfortable way” 
to dramatize the life of this 
worthy, and wryly suggests: 
“ Maybe tender-minded 
people might prefer to switch 
to 
something 
more 
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pasteurized.’ 
The Somalis, mostly a 
still, at WGBH, which

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Oyster Shucker Reveals 
Tricks Of His Trade 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) - His nine 
fingers 
manipulate 
the 
oyster 
knowingly, positioning it in his palm 
and at the same time brushing off the 
crushed ice. 
The knife thrusts in, twists, slices. In 
a moment another luscious beauty on 
the half shell rests in a plate on the 
counter. 
Anyone who has fussed with an 
oyster, searching for where to stick the 
blamed knife in the first place, 
bloodying the hands, can appreciate 
the art Joe Rando practices with such 
enviable finesse. 
Joe Rando is the head oyster shucker 
in one of the busiest oyster houses in 
the land. 
“I learned how to shuck oysters 
when I was IO years old standing on an 
apple box in my father’s oyster and 
fruit stand on Magazine Street," Joe 
Rando said. “That was in 1910.1 guess 
I do know how to shuck oysters." 
How, Joe? 
“Well, first you find the crack. 
There’s always a crack. The oyster has 
to breathe, you know. Follow the hinge 
and find the crack. 
“You stick the knife in the crack, pry 
open the shell and cut the eyes on both 
sides. They’re not really eyes, they’re 
muscles. You cut them clean. That’s 
all there is to it. 
“I suppose some people can open 
oysters faster than I can but nobody 
can open them cleaner. I’m not so sure 
anybody can open them faster, either. 
I open them fast and clean. 
Joe Rando has worked at a half 
dozen oyster houses around New 


Orleans the past 77 years and for the 
past two decades at Felix’s, a won­ 
derfully noisy and friendly joint at 
Iberville and Bourbon Streets. 
“The work isn’t always easy. It can 
get busy here, all right. On a regular 
day I’ll open 15 or 20 dozen oysters. 
There are other opening them too, of 
course. 
“But on a busy day, like at Mardi 
Gras or after the TulaneLSU game, I’ll 
open, oh, man, a gang of oysters." 
Whether it is the nature of the oyster 
business or the nature of this most 
casual of cities, sharp-penciled 
precision is not to be found. 
A gang of oysters, fine. But how 
many does Felix’s sell? 
“Anywhere from 20 to 30 sacks a 
day." 
How many oysters in a sack? 
“Anywhere from 15 to 20 dozen or 
more. Depends on the size." 
The size of the sack? 
“The size of the oysters. What you 
look for are mediumsized oysters, 
good and salty, with a big eye and good 
texture. 
“Sometimes you come across a nice 
black one, a cock oyster. When I find 
one I eat it on the spot. That’s a fringe 
benefit. But it doesn’t matter what size 
they are, they’re all just as easy to 
open." 
Yes, but, beg your pardon, Joe, urn, 
how did you lose the forefinger on your 
left hand? 
“The only time in my life I ever put 
this oyster knife down to do some other 
work was many years ago. I worked in 
a sawmill. Any other questions?" 
Parts O f Greece Hit 
By Torrential Rains 


ATHENS, Greece (AP) — Floods 
caused by torrential rains killed at 
least 25 persons in parts of Athens and 
the neighboring port of Piraeus, and an 
earthquake shook parts of northern 
Greece, southern Bulgaria and 
southeastern Yugoslavia today. 
There were no reports of casualties 
or damage from the quake, which 
registered between 5 and 6 on the 
Richter scale. 
The rains which caused millions of 
dollars in damage began in the area of 
the Greek capital Wednesday and 
continued until just after midnight. 
The government declared a state of 
emergency. Police, troops and other 
rescuers searched flooded buildings 
and about 1,500 stranded cars in 
Athens and Piraeus, 5Vfc miles to the 
south. Hundreds were rescued. 
Surfaces of many major streets 
col la {wed. Lightening knocked out 
electricity in much of the Piraeus 
area. 
Several hours after the rain stopped, 
a sharp earthquake was felt at Kavala, 
a port in Macedonia 200 miles north of 
Athens on the Aegean Sea. Thousands 
fled into the rainsoaked streets at 4:30 
a.m., but there were no immediate 
reports of casualties or damage.

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Senior Citizen 
Crime Prevention 
Discussed 
A program on crime prevention was 
discussed by senior citizens officials 
and law enforcement personnel 
Wednesday at the Lutheran Parish 
House. 
The principal speaker was Herman 
S. Stofle, crime prevention coordinator 
of the city of Columbus. Attending the 
meeting were Ardyth Lynch of the 
Central Ohio Area on Aging, Pickaway 
County Deputy Sheriff’s Bill Dountz 
and Lowell Ferguson; Vera Saunders, 
senior citizens programs coordinator; 
Wanda Hamilton, director of the 
Pickaway County Senior Citizens; 
Sharon Eyerman, information and 
referral director; and Bob Toole. 
Stofle explained the different 
programs and literature available 
concerning crime prevention, and 
suggested that frequent programs be 
held where senior citizens are meeting 
regularly to make them aware of the 
need for prevention. 
He emphasized that one of the most 
effective means of crime prevention is 
the “Neighborhood Watch" program. 
His discussion covered prevention of

quake six on the Richter scale and 
located the epicenter in the northern 
Aegean. The seismological institute in 
Skopje, Yugoslavia, reported a 
Richter reading of 5.3 and placed the 
epicenter about 125 miles northeast of 
Skopje. BTA, the official Bulgarian 
news agency, reported a Richter 
reading of 5 and said the epicenter was 
about 60 miles southeast of Sofia, near 
the border with northern Greece. 
All agreed that the quake occurred 
about 4:30 a.m., or 2:30 Greenwich 
Mean Time. 
The Richter Scale is a measure of 
ground motion as recorded on 
seismographs. An earthquake of 5 on 
the Richter scale can cause con­ 
siderable damage, and 6 can indicate 
severe damage. 


The San Francisco earthquake of 
1906, which occurred before the 
Richter scale was devised, has been 
estimated at 7.9.

rose one percent between Sept. 15 and 
Oct. 15. 
While declining food prices were 
beneficial to consumers, they were of 
concern to agricultural officials, who 
said farmers were considering cut­ 
backs in production to help drive up 
prices and make up for their losses. 
The wholesale price index in October 
stood at 196.3, meaning that goods that 
sold for HOO in 1967 now sell for 3196.30. 
Wholesale prices have risen 5.9 per­ 
cent over the past 12 months. 
Finished consumer goods, which are 
products ready foi sale to consumers 
rose eight-tenths of a percent in 
October following a rise of four-tenths 
of a per cent in September and, before 
that, three months of little or no 
change. 
Prices for industrial commodities 
rose six-tenths of a percent last month 
following a rise of eight-tenths of a 
percent in September. New cars and 
trucks rose two percent and higher 
prices also were reported for 
machinery and equipment, lumber 
and wood products and leather goods. 
Not all farm products rose last 
month, the Labor Department said. 
Declines were reported for eggs, green 
coffee, cocoa beans, tea and milk. 
Processed food prices jumped eight- 
tenths of a percent in October after 
four consecutive months of decline. 
Prices fell for sugar and roasted 
coffee, but these declines were offset 
by higher costs for fats and oils, meats 
and processed poultry. 
In its report on wages, the Labor 
Department said the median weekly 
earnings of all fulltime male workers 
was $253 last May, while the median 
for women was $156. That’s about 62 
percent of the average for men despite 
the large influx of women into the 
labor force in recent years. The sharp 
difference in wages has shown little 
change for the past IO years, the 
department said. 
In a racial breakdown, the govem- 
' ment said average weekly earnings of 
white full-time workers were $217, 
compared with $171 for blacks. 
The median for white men was $259, 
or 29 percent higher than for black 
males, whose median wage was $201. 
However, median earnings of white 
women, at $157, were only 7 percent 
t higher than those of blacks. 
Ten years ago, these race dif­ 
ferentials were considerably larger — 
44 percent for men and 25 percent for 
women. 
The median is the level at which half 
the workers earned more and half 
earned less.
